FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

The present invention relates to a method for 
synchronization adaptation of asynchronous digital data 
streams such as asynchronous PCM audio streams. In 
particular, the present invention relates to a method for 
moving data between two autonomously clocked PCM audio 
streams connected through a network operating in an 
asynchronous transmission mode (hereinafter referred to as 
ATM network) . 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Generally, in an ATM network a plurality of digital data 
streams S x . S n having different bit rates R w .-•/ ir- 

respectively, (or at least one data stream having a certain 
bit rate), are input to a signal processing element SPE, and 
are output to a transmission path T operated at a further 
different bit rate R T - 



For transmission via the" transmission path T, the 
respective input data streams Si, S„ are "cut" or . 

separated by the signal processing element SPE into a 

respective plurality of so-called ATM cells C. u C,„ k 

of a predetermined length including cell identifier codes 
as well as the respective information to be transmitted. 
The thus obtained ATM cells C S u, C s „k are temporarily 

stored or buffered in a buffer memory BUF_MEM and output to 
the single transmission path T operated at the specified 
bit rate R T . Within the output data stream, the respective
